THE ADMINISTRATION. 

This Administration will only be re- 
yarded as Republican, in my judge- 
ment, upon the understanding that 
the presence of Mr. Evarts in the Cab- 
inet is not an indorsement of the pol- 
icy of Andrew Johnson; that General 
Devens was not appointed Attorney- 
General because there was any special 
merit in his having been a Democratic 
candidate for Governor of Massachu- 
setts against John*A. Andrews, in 1862; 
that Mr. Key isa monument of Yankee 
forbearance, and not a burning and a 
shining light for this place; that Carl 
Schurz is a pardoned, if not a repent- 
ant, prodigal, and not the token of a 
Presidential vindication of the in- 
famous mud campaign of 1872; and 
the further understanding that our 
party cannot offend the press by de- 
manding in its platform obedience to 
the constitution and laws, or by de- 
nouncing the crimes of the Democratic 
party in T violent resistance 
to both. If my view is wrong, if there 
is to be a milk diet, then I much fear 
that babes only will seek nourishment 
from it. 

The above is an extract from Geo. 
C. Gorham's long letter in the Wash- 
ington Republican, and indicates the 
tone of his political views to be fur- 
ther expressed in the coming Con- 
gressional campaigu. In this letter 
he recounts the political struggles 
since 72, giving full benefit by his 
neat yet caustic pen to the Democratic 
party in general, and that large and 
most infimential class in the Re- 
publican party, known as Liberal 
or Conservative Republicans. Mr.Gor- 
ham secured, by his radicalism and 
wire-pulling, political charlatanism, 
the defeat of the Republican party in 
California. Now he comes to the 
front in Washington, joining head and 
hand with Chandler and Conkling, in

a delusive public-notoriety-seeking at- 
tempt tolproduce dissension in the Re- 


publican ranks in Washington and the 


Eastern States. The strongest evidence 
of Hayes’ popularity with the masses, 
and that he is efficiently serving their 
best and real interests, is, as we take 
it, to be found in the scurrilous at- 
tacks of such defeated political incu- 
buses on the body politic as Chandler 
and Gorham. When the ship of state 
passes into purer political waters, such 
Darnacles must drop from her hull, 
and as they areunfortuvately endowed 
with voice, bow natural it is for them 
to sound the knell of their now ap- 
approaching political death. We ven- 
ture the assertion that there has not 
heen in our Government a stronger, 
more able, more catholic Cabinet than 
that Of President Hayes. That the 
President and his Cabinet are infalli- 
Dle, none will claim, but never has a 
rebuke to party trammels been more 
successfully given; never has sectional 
antagonism been more completely 
mollified than they have been under 
the present Administration. 

We do not presume that the Repub- 
lican party will offend the press by in- 
sisting on obedience to the Constitn- 
tion and laws of the United States.

The School Questlon- Ben Butler Mann 
Appeals — Clerk Andrew Johnson 
Kebuked--The Special Order, 


The abesntees were more numer- 
ous last evening than could have been 
expected, considering the important 
question which was to come up before 
the House. At the calling of the roll 
a certain degree of hilarity was noticed 
upon the part of Clerk Johnson, which 
was very painful to the potent, grave 
and reserved Senators upon the floor. 
The clerk was promptly rebuked, 
Hoole, of palmetto origin, hinting 
strongly that unless such conduct was 
amended the Clerk would be sent to 
join Doorkeeper Polk. Williams, of 
New York, was called to the chair, iu 
the enforced absence of Speaker Beck 
(colored), on Grand Fury duty. 

A report of the Committee on Ways 
and Means was offered, showing that 
the public debt had had been reduced 
$4.00 since the last statetatement, and 
showed the necessary voucher for that. 
amount. The same committee also 
offered. in evidence that this house 
was indebted in the sum of, $16 for. 
gas and wood consumed, and recom- 
mended that a subsidy be. voted to 
cover the deficiency. Adopted. 

The proposal of. Ben Butler Mann 
to supply the House with all gas 
needed, was rejected. 

The hour for the special order hav- 
ing arrived, consideration of the 
School question was declared te be in 
order, and Cookes took the floor in 
opposition to the proposed tax. The 
tix as proposed seemed to find no 
friends, and, after four speeches 
agaiust it, a resolution was adopted 
with this meaning: 


Resolved, That, in the sense of this 
House, the Trustees of School District 
No. 10 have exercised all the disere- 
tionary power vested in them with re- 
gard to spending the $20,000 which it 
is proposed to raise. They have 
declared that it is their purpose to 
build one school house, and, in our 
opinien, can build but one, And 
whereas, we believe that the building
